REMARKS 



Claims 1, 23, 34, 36, and 47 have been amended. Claims 12-22 have been 
previously canceled. Claims 1-11 and 23-57 are pending in the apphcation. 
Reconsideration is respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

Section 102(e) Rejection ; 

In the Final Office Action dated May 15, 2007, the Examiner rejected claims 1, 2, 
4-13 and 15-57 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by Lev Ran et al. (U.S. 
Patent 7,139,811) (hereinafter "Lev Ran"). Claims 12-22 were previously canceled. 
Thus, this rejection is moot in regard to claims 12-13 and 15-22. 

In the Advisory Action dated July 24, 2007, in response to Applicant's Response 
dated May 15, 2007, the Examiner maintained the rejections from the Final Office 
Action. While Applicant continues to fraverse these rejections, to expedite issuance of a 
patent, Applicant has amended the independent claims to further clarify their distinctive 
features. Support for the amendments may be found, e.g., at page 7, lines 9-16 of the 
specification. Applicant submits that rejection of the pending claims would be 
unsupported by the cited reference for at least the following reasons. 

In regard to claim 1, Lev Ran fails to teach or suggest all of the elements of 
Applicant's amended claim 1. Specifically, Lev Ran fails to teach or suggest a remote 

procedure call system comprising: a presentation block, an encoding block, a protocol 
block, and a transport block, wherein the functionality of each said block is isolated from 
the functionality of the other said blocks in the remote procedure call system so that 
program instructions for each said block can be replaced or modified without replacing 
or modifying program instructions for any of the other said blocks . 

In the Final Office Action, the Examiner appears to equate Lev Ran's "application 
transport layer 46" to presentation block as recited in claim 1, citing Lev Ran, col. 56,

lines 12-67, Figure 12, col. 56, lines 19-25, col. 58, lines 40-67, col. 62, lines 5-16, and 
col. 56, lines 36-39. The Examiner also appears to equate Lev Ran's "data encapsulation 
layer 164" with encoding block as recited in claim 1, citing Lev Ran, col. 57 lines 1-7, 
col. 58, lines 36-52, and Step 208, col. 62, lines 17-18. The Examiner also appears to 
equate Lev Ran's "RPC protocol manager 176" to protocol block as recited in claim 1, 
citing Lev Ran, col. 61, lines 53-59. The Examiner also appears to equate Lev Ran's 
"transport layer 166" to transport block as recited in claim 1, citing Lev Ran, col. 57 lines 
8-30 and step 210, col. 62 lines 19-21. 

While Applicant continues to traverse the above assertions, Applicant asserts 
that, even if the above-cited elements of Lev Ran are considered analogous to the 
respective blocks as recited in claim 1 of the instant application. Lev Ran does not 
teach or suggest wherein the functionality of each said block is isolated from the 
functionality of the other said blocks in the remote procedure call system so that 
program instructions for each said block can he replaced or modified without replacing 
or modifyin^i program instructions for any of the other said blocks , as is recited in 
amended claim 1. In fact, Lev Ran, for example in FIG. 12 and the discussion thereof 
beginning at col. 56, line 57 and in FIG. 13 and the discussion thereof beginning at col. 
61, line 22, clearly discloses that Lev Ran's "application transport layer 46" comprises 
Lev Ran's "data encapsulation layer 164", "transport layer 166", and "RPC protocol 
manager 176". Nowhere does Lev Ran teach or suggest that these various components 
("layers" and "managers") are isolated from the functionality of the other described 
components of Lev Ran's system in such a way that proiznun instructions for each (or 
any) of the components can be replaced or modified without replacing or modifying 
program instructions for any o f the other components. In fact, since Lev Ran clearly 
discloses that the "data encapsulation layer 164", "transport layer 166", and "RPC 
protocol manager 176" are components of Lev Ran's "application transport layer 46", it 
would be impossible to replace or modify any of these components without replacing or 
modifying Lev Ran's "application fransport layer 46". 
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Thus, for at least the reasons presented above, the rejection of claim 1 is not 
supported by the cited art and removal thereof is respectfully requested. Similar remarks 
as those above regarding claim 1 also apply to claims 23, 34, 36 and 47. 

Section 103(a) Rejection ; 

In the Final Office Action dated May 15, 2007, the Examiner rejected claims 3 
and 14 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lev Ran in view of Merrick 
et al. (U.S. Patent 7,028,312) (hereinafter "Merrick"). Claim 14 was previously canceled. 

Thus, this rejection is moot in regard to claim 14. As claim 3 depends from claim 1 and 
the rejections of claim 1 has been shown to be unsupported, further discussion of the § 
103(a) rejection of claim 3 is unnecessary at this time. 

Applicants also assert that the rejection of numerous ones of the dependent claims 
is further unsupported by the cited art. However, since the rejections have been shown to 
be unsupported for the independent claims, a further discussion of the dependent claims 
is not necessary at this time. 
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CONCLUSION
